HOW DOES VACANT LOT 
NEXT TO YOU APPEAR ? 


(TH E R E CAN BE NO BEAUTY 
W IT H O U T CLEANLINESS!) 


We have some vacant pieces of property 
within the city limits of Palm Springs which 
are most disheartening to look at and live with 
every day. 
Some of them are owned by Palm 
Springs residents and some by persons living 
out of town. 
Section Two (2) or City Ordinance No. 18 
plainly stages that it is Unlawful to dump, place 
or bury waste m atter or garbage in any lot, 
land, street, or alley, or in w ater or waterways 
within the city limits. 
We are, therefore, subject to a fine if we 
dump, place, or bury garbage or trash on any 
vacant property near us. 
It is also against 
the law to burn such trash or garbage unless 
by special permit, and that can be refused or 
revoked if smoke or odor is offensive to ad­ 
joining property owners. 
In last week’s clean-up article, printed 
through the courtesy of The Desert Sun, it 
was brought to your attention that “Proper 
Containers” are required by law to be used for 
waste m atter and garbage. Tree prunings and 
other bulky m atter too large for your garbage 
containers should be hauled away by private 
contract and not allowed to stand in lots or on 
the streets. 
It would be very helpful if all 
gardeners were so instructed by their employ­ 
ers. 
An ordinance has been suggested to the 
City Council by the Garden Section of the Palm 
Springs Woman’s Club authorizing the City to 
clean up vacant properties when the owner 
neglects or refuses to do so, the expense of 
said cleaning to be charged to the owner’s tax 
bill. 
We feel that an entire community should 
not be made to look disorderly and unclean 
because of these neglected properties. 
Please help us to make and keep Palm 
Springs a clean and lovely place in which to 
live.

Then came the San Francisco 
earthquake, and as Coutts

scribed it in his memoirs, “That 
night was the most dreadful in

ATTACK ON FINLAND SHOWS 
RUSSIA IS FASCIST STATE 
SAYS WOMAN'S CLUB SPEAKER 


Declaring that a revolution has taken place in Russian foreign 
policy and charging that when Russia marched on Finland it revealed 
the fact that it no longer is following the teachings of Karl Marx, but 
indicated clearly that it is nothing more nor less than another 
fascist state like Germany, Lewis Rex Miller, Pacific coast editorial 
manager for the Christian Science Monitor, a Rhodes Scholar, O x­ 
ford University graduate, radio commentator and author, Monday 
night at the Woman's Club house spoke to members of the Palm 
Springs Woman's Club and their husbands on the subject "The 
World From the Press Gallery." 
The speaker stated that Com- 
the

munistic Russia, guided by 
teachings of Karl Marx, never 
desired war, always made a con­ 
stant effort to stay out of war, 
and under the Communistic re­ 
gime the Russians would 
not 
fight their "brother workers” in 
other countries. Russia’s attack 
on Finland, Mr. Miller branded 
as capitalistic, imperialistic war, 
in which that country has reveal­ 
ed itself as just another fascist 
country. 
The speaker termed the pres­ 
ent European conflict as a war of 
uncertainties and referred several 
times to the game of guessing 
the duration of the conflict. He 
said that venturing a guess as to 
when the present war will end 
is just that, a guessing game. 


A Changing War 


Mr. Miller stated that the war 
has already passed through sev­ 
eral distinct phases and that the 
w ar of the last six weeks is a 
different war than that which 
started in September. Its conse­ 
quences will be different. 
He referred to the first fe w 
weeks of the conflict 
as 
the 
Polish phase,” and asserted that 
this resembled the old fashioned 
mobile war. He termed Poland 
‘this war’s Belgium,” it being a 
state that wanted to stay neutral, 
but yet was attacked. 
The second phase of the war 
he termed the “sea phase.” This, 
he said, took place after England 
and France entered the war and 
culminated with the sinking of 
the Graf Spee at Montevideo 
The war of the last six weeks 
he asserted, is a very different 
war which will have other con 
sequences. 
East Against West 


It is developing ,the speaker 
asserted, into a war of the East 
against the West; and when Ger­ 
many entered into the non-ag­ 
gression pact with Russia, she 
cast her lot with the East. He 
pointed out that Oriental drives 
west into Europe have spotted 
the pages of history, and declared 
that the present w ar is develop­ 
ing into such a drive, with Rus­ 
sia, which is predominately Or 
iental, 
driving 
Europe 
back 
against the Atlantic. 
Russia is fighting the Finns; 
and Germany, who has lined qp 
with Russia, is warring with En­ 
gland and France. The eastern 
border of Europe used to be the 
Vistula river, but now it’s t h e 
Rhine, the speaker asserted. 
He 
pointed 
out 
the 
many 
strange results of the German- 
Russian non-aggression pact. Rus­ 
sia was allowed to attack 
Fin­ 
land, which had been considered 
a protege of Germany. When H it­ 
ler chose Russia, he practically 
broke the Romc-Berlin Axis, the 
speaker charged; and Italy 
is 
slowly being forced into the camp 
of the Allies. Francisco Franco, 
aided by Germany in the Span­ 
ish Revolution, now sends aid to 
Finland. 


U. S. Gets Facts 


The speaker stated that 
we 
hear a lot about this country be­ 
ing fed English and French prop­ 
aganda, but added that he did 
not believe we are receiving any 
large-scale flood of propaganda. 
In spite of • the propaganda, he 
claimed, we in America get more 
real facts than anyone else in 
the world. 
Censorship is now 
more difficult than it was in the 
days of the World War, due to 
a great extent to radio; and news 
leaks out of the European Capi­ 
tols rather freely. 
In other countries the press and 
radio are principally organs of 
propaganda for the government. 
In the United States, on the other 
hand, although the government 
may pass out propaganda to the 
press at times, editors do not 
have to print it if they do not 
wish to. 


We Can Stay Out 


Mr. Miller said it is stated that 
the U. S. is being swept into the 
present 
war 
by 
English 
and 
French propaganda, but added he 
did not believe this to be the 
case. The speaker was very en­ 
couraging in this respect, assert­ 
ing that we can stay out of the 
war if we want to. The people 
of this country are no longer 
easily swayed by propaganda, he 
claimed. 
Our neutrality law is helping 
us to keep out of the war, he 
said. By denying us the privilege 
of trading in dangerous areas, it 
is helping us to avoid a danger­ 
ous incident that would result if 


an American ship were sunk. If 
an American ship were sunk, a 
wave of indignation might sweep 
the country that in time would 
involve us in the conflict. 


Peace Our Task 


America’s task, according to 
Miller, is to help make a lasting 
peace when the war is over. It is 
futile to speculate on the outcome 
of the war. It is better to go on 
living on a day by day basis, 
each day trying to make some 
contribution as a nation and as 
individuals to a lasting 
world 
peace, and to face the unseen 
with a cheer, he concluded.

He rem inded his listeners that 
the legislature had no

"You, the voters of California, 
have gone to the polls y e a r after 
year and have voted into the con­ 
stitution or into the statutes, re­ 
quirem ents for the expenditure 
of money. Over these expendi­ 
tures we have little or no con­ 
trol, and our only duty is to raise

In regard to a solution of the

them selves. 
There 
is 
nothing new about this—this is 
the plan under w hich we w orked 
in 1933 and 1934. At that tim e 
relief was a simple thing—a m an 
had work or he did not have 
w ork—if he did not have work 
and no w ork could be secured for 
him, then it was seen to th at the 
m an or woman received food and 
lodging and necessary clothing. 
The money to supply these needs, 
over and above th e abilities of 
the counties to supply them, w as 
furnished by the federal govern­ 
m ent. U nder such a plan, in C ali­ 
fornia, this m oney would be fu r­ 
nished by the state and adm inis­ 
tered presum ably by the coun­ 
ties. . . . We are now discussing 
in one departm ent of governm ent 
w hether o r not the budget o f a 
recipient of relief should include 
a monthly allowance for a daily

The Civil War 


But for the leadership of Col­ 
onel John Milton Chivington and 
his small arm y of less 
than 
a 
thousand soldiers, who defeated 
the w estern arm y of the Con­ 
federacy, the outcome of the Civ­ 
il War m ight have been differ­ 
ent, said Clarence A. Lym an of 
Los Angeles, who spoke to the 
Masonic C lub at the D esert Inn 
Tuesday noon. 
Mr. Lym an has been compiling 
d ata for the past 50 years, and 
he is now w riting "The Lost 
C hapter of the H istory of the 
Civil W ar.” His lecture was as 
gripping as any stirring tale of 
fiction, yet he presented 
only 
facts that have never been pub­ 
lished, regarding three great men 
of the West who played the most 
im portant role of the Civil W ar 
in the West. 
While herding horses In N orth­ 
ern Colorado 50 years ago, Mr. 
Lyman first learned about Col­ 
onel Chivington. Since that tim e 
he has interview ed 
m en 
who 
w ere in his arm y and others who 
k new the Colonel intim ately. 
Colonel 
Chivington, 
a 
huge 
m an with a stentorian voice, was 
an itinerant M ethodist preacher, 
who traveled throughout 
t h e 
ild West and established M eth­ 
odist missions and Masonic lodges 
w herever he went, including the 
roughest 
m ining 
tow ns 
w here 
other preachers had been driven 
out. He becam e the first Masonic 
G rand M aster of the 
state 
of 
Colorado. 
The 
battle 
was 
fought 
in 
N orthern 
New 
Mexico, 
w here 
C hivington and his sm all arm y 
defeated a C onfederate force far 
superior in num bers and equip­ 
m ent, who had captured every­ 
thing in their path w hile on their 
w ay north to take over the gold 
cam ps of California and Colo­ 
rado. The one thing the South 
needed to carry on the w ar was 
gold, and had Sibley and his men 
captured the mining camps, the 
flow of gold to finance the war 
w ould have gone to the South 
instead of the North. 
California seemed to favor the 
South. The vote 
for 
Brecken- 
ridge, Douglas and Lincoln in the 
presidential election in California 
before the Civil W ar, indicated 
California was 4 to 1 in favor of 
slavery, for the vote betw een the 
th ree 
candidates 
was 
divided 
about evenly and it was estim at­ 
ed th at 6.000 of the 15,000 votes 
Lincoln 
received 
in 
California 
w ere cast by men who had been 
told that if Lincoln w ere elected 
th e South, including California, 
w ould secede from the Union. 
O nly 110,000 votes w ere cast in 
California. 
Mr. Lym an also gave an inter­ 
esting account of David S. Terry, 
first chief justice of the Califor­ 
n ia Suprem e Court,- who w a s 
nearly lynched by the V igilantes 
because he w arned them 
that 
crim inals m ust be tried in court 
and that mob rule m ust cease. 
As a result he fought a duel w ith 
and killed T erry Broderick, lead­ 
e r of the Vigilantes, and as a 
resu lt had to flee. He w ent to 
N ew Orleans and returned w ith 
a commission and funds to organ­ 
ize a Confederate arm y in C ali­ 
fornia. 
E. J. W ightman, past president 
of the local Masonic Club, intro­ 
duced the speaker. 
Jack Best was appointed per­ 
m anent chairm an of the com m it­ 
tee to secure a perm anent living 
com m unity C hristm as tree f o r 
P alm Springs.

F. 
Corey, secretary of the California 
Teachers Association, delivered a 
stirring 
address 
entitled 
“The 
R am parts We W atch” before the 
Palm Springs Lions Club Thurs­ 
day noon at the D esert Inn. 
Chairm an-of-thc-Day 
Charles 
B urket introduced Mr. Corey and 
revealed the fact that the Cali­ 
fornia Teachers Association has a 
m em bership of some 38,000 school 
teachers. 
Mr. Corey asserted that Am er­ 
icans are prone to think in terms 
of the arm y and navy and na­ 
tional defense w hen thinking of 
“the ram parts we w atch.” 
He 
stated that he wished to speak 
of other ram parts that w e must 
watch, our freedom, our demo­ 
cracy ad the unity of the citizens 
of the country. 
The speaker stated that unity 
is the best political doctrine. We 
m ust learn to live peaceably to­ 
gether, here in our own country, 
for divided we cannot stand, he 
asserted. Mr. Corey stressed the 
im portance of not allowing class 
hatreds and persecution of m inor­ 
ity groups to develop in t h i s 
country. 
We should im press our young 
people w ith the im portance of the 
step they are taking when they 
become citizens, he said. W hen a 
boy or girl becomes 21 and reg­ 
isters, he should be told of the 
m eaning of the im portant step 
he is taking, the speaker claim­ 
ed. It is vital th at citizenship be 
im portant to our people. 
Mr. Corey dw elt on the impor­ 
tance of freedom of the press as 
a bulw ark of democracy. How­ 
ever, he pointed out that freedom 
of the press is not license for an 
editor to lie or foist propaganda 
on his readers in the new s col­ 
umns, but it is m eant to give the 
editor the right to print the news, 
and assures him that the gov­ 
ernm ent won’t tell him w hat he 
has to print and w hat he can’t 
print. Freedom o f the press, re­ 
ligious freedom and freedom of 
speech are m eant to protect so­ 
ciety against the encroachm ent of 
tyranny, it is our collective guar­ 
antee of liberty, he stated.

Compromised 


Last week at this time Mrs. 
H arriet Cody, ow ner of the trian­ 
gle at the junction of Palm Can­ 
yon Drive and the Indio Road 
w hereon is located the 
Black 
Tent and other improvements, 
W illiam 
Kidston, 
Col. 
Harry 
Hoagland and a dozen or so other 
residents of the Tahquitz Desert 
Estates, besides city officials and 
not to m ention Lyman Obernolte. 
who has leased a portion of the 
triangle for a gas station, all were 
involved in a heated squabble 
over a disputed rest room that 
Obernolte recently erected on the 
triangle under the very noses of 
Tahquitz 
D esert 
Estate 
home 
owners. 


Peaceable Settlement 


This week, however, it appear­ 
ed that the issue would be set­ 
tled peaceably w ithout it being 
taken into the courts, although 
last week it was intim ated that 
the rest room would be involved 
in litigation. A rchitect John Por­ 
te r Clark, a m em ber of the city 
planning commission, has found 
a location behind the Black Tent 
and in a clum p of palm s where 
he asserts that the comfort sta­ 
tion would hardly be visible from 
the road or the exclusive residen­ 
tial section. Tahquitz D esert Es­ 
tates residents assert that 
they 
will be satisfied if the comfort 
station is moved to this new lo­ 
cation. 
O wner of the triangle 
property, Mrs. Cody, said that 
she is sorry that the dispute came 
up, that she is not in favor of the 
present location of the rest rooms, 
that she did not know that Obcr- 
nolte was going to build the toi­ 
lets in such a conspicuous place, 
and that she is anxious that they 
be moved as soon as possible; 
and finally "up pops" Mr. Ober­ 
nolte him self with apologies, says 
that he is sorry that he caused 
so much trouble and th at he is 
willing to move the com fort sta­ 
tion to the location recommended 
by A rchitect Clark. M ayor Boyd 
stated yesterday that he has sign­ 
ed statem ents of at least two 
persons interested in the proper­ 
ty in question, and that the com­ 
fort station will be moved within 
a reasonable length of time. If 
this is accomplished, the battle 
will be over; and it appears that 
the compromise is alm ost sure to 
be effected. 


Obernolte Sorry 


Obernolte stated at the council 
meeting W ednesday m orning that 
he is now getting figures on the 
cost of moving the com fort sta­ 
tion and that he can practically 
prom ise that the building will be 
moved in the near future. He 
stated that he is sorry that he 
caused so much trouble, that he 
had no intention of doing so. 
At a m eeting of the city coun­ 
cil W ednesday morning Thales S. 
Boyd, 
Dr. 
Henry 
Hoagland, 
Stephen W illard and a num ber 
of other residents of the south 
end of town appeared before the 
council urging the city to take 
action to elim inate the comfort 
station. They asserted that t h e 
comfort station on the triangle is 
a public nuisance and a menace 
to public safety because it hides 
the intersection and thus is a 
dangerous traffic hazard. The pe­ 
tition requesting the rem oval of 


the comfort station was signed by 
some 30 residents. 
Results in Good 
It appears that the battle over 
the comfort station also did some 
good in other quarters, focusing 
attention on some bad situations 
that exist at the triangle. It was 
announced at the council m eet­ 
ing that Bil-Al's has cleaned up 
its premises and that the 
back 
(south) and sides of the night 
club building m ay be painted. A 
hedge of cane may be planted 
across the south side of the trian­ 
gle behind the Black Tent, the 
new location of the com fort sta­ 
tion and behind Bil-Al’s, t h u s 
hiding the view of the rear of 
these buildings from the hillside 
home owners. 
Also w hen the fact that t h e 
comfort station is a traffic hazard 
in its present location was being 
discass. d, Dr. Hoagland pointed 
out th at the intersection of the 
Indio Road and Palm 
Canyon 
Drive is a dangerous one and 
that a three-w ay stop should be 
established there. This m atter of 
a three-w ay stop w as referred 
to the public safety com m ittee of 
the council. It was pointed out 
that a traffic survey showed that 
2875 cars passed the intersection 
last Saturday and 5050 passed the 
intersection on Sunday.

(Continued from First Page) 
stam p of approval on th p rac­ 
ticability of the project, that the 
raising of the funds necessary for 
actual construction will not be 
too difficult a task. 
The 
prelim inary

tion of an estim ate of cost of 
construction, a traffic study and 
an estim ate of resulting revenue, 
an estim ate of cost of operation

Sale of Liquor 


To Local Indians 


Several infractions of the F ed­ 
eral law forbidding possession of 
intoxicating liquor or the intro­ 
duction of intoxicating liquor on 
Indian reservation, or the fu r­ 
nishing of liquor to Indians by 
sale, gift, or any other means, 
have cropped up on the local res­ 
ervation recently and has 
re ­ 
sulted in precautionary m easures 
being taken by the local Indian 
adm inistration. 


Printed w arnings, detailing the 
provision of the Federal law, are 
being circulated to all persons re ­ 
siding on the reservation by N. 
C. 
Wilson and Special Officer 
Joe W elmas. who is getting re ­ 
ceipts for delivery' of the notices. 
Thus any future offenders will 
not be in a position to plead ig­ 
norance of the law. 
It is estim ated th at an average 
of from 2,000 to 2,500 persons live 
on the reservation during the sea­ 
son.

business in his neighborhood but 
those that he is conducting and 
also charging that l.¿ tried to pay 
the city business license for his 
G rande Vista A partm ents, Stude- 
baker sales and service and Palm 
Springs Tile and M antle 
Com­ 
pany, all located in a building at 
1559 North Palm Canyon Drive, 
but asserting the check was re ­ 
turned to him w ith the notation 
that a license was not going to 
be issued to him, A. J. Jenner a p ­ 
peared before the city council 
W ednesday 
morning to discuss 
the controversy over the use of 
his property for certain types of 
business. 
Buiil Before Incorporation 
Mr. Jen n er erected a building 
it 1559 N orth Palm Canyon Drive 
ipposite the Southern California 
3 as 
com pany 
before 
Palm 
Springs w as 
incorporated, and 
he 
was 
operating 
the 
Palm 
Springs Tile and M antle Company 
and the G rande Vista 
A part­ 
ments at this address before the 
first zoning ordinance w ent into 
efect on Ju n e 21. 1938. This far 
city officials agree w ith him. 
The original zoning ordinance 
zoned Mr. Je n n er’s property for 
residential purposes; however, in 
view of the fact that he was al­ 
ready conducting the apartm ent 
house business and tile business 
prior to the passing of the zoning 
ordinance, he had a non-conform ­ 
ing right to continue the opera­ 
tion of these businesses. 
A fter Ju n e 21, 1938, w hen the 
original zoning ordinance became 
effective, Mr. Jenner started the 
Studebaker sales and service, es­ 
tablished a used car lot on the 
south side of his building and be­ 
gan servicing ears, although the 
zoning of his property did not 
allow such business to be con­ 
ducted, city officials assert. The 
city also claim s that Mr. Jenner 
erected another building on the 
rear of his lot after Ju n e 21, 
1938, and th at he has been using 
this building as a garage for the 
commercial servicing and repair­ 
ing of autom obiles. 
Restrictions Relaxed 
It is pointed out that the new 
zoning ordinance passed this fall 
relaxed the restrictions som ewhat 
on Mr. Jen n er’s property, plac­ 
ing it in Zone C -l, the limited 
business zone, but that even the 
new zoning ordinance m akes it 
unlaw ful for him to m aintain a 
used car lot or to service cars. 
However, according to city offi­ 
cials, the new zoning law allows 
Mr. Jen n er to operate the ap art­ 
m ent house, the 
Palm Springs 
Tile and M antle and to sell new 
cars. 
Mr. Jenner stated at the coun­ 
cil m eeting th at he had received 
a letter from City A ttorney Roy 
Colegate advising him th at he 
will be arrested if he is still 
m aintaining th e used car lot and 
the repairing and service d ep art­ 
m ent after Jan u ary 20 of this 
year. Mr. Jen n er stated th at his 
attorney has w ritten to City A t­ 
torney 
Colegate, 
suggesting 
a 
civil suit rath er than crim inal 
action. City officials stated a t the 
m eeting this w eek th at Mr. Jen ­ 
ner w ill be given until Jan. 20 
to bring action against the city 
to have the zoning restrictions 
set aside on his property. Such 
action would have to be brought 
in the S uperior Court of R iver­ 
side county. If the suit is n o t 
brought by Jan. 20, city officials 
assert, Mr. Jen n er will be arrest­ 
ed for violation of the local zon­ 
ing law and w ill be prosecuted 
in the city court of Palm Springs. 
Planned Car Agency 
Mr. Jenner stated W ednesday 
m orning that he can 
definitely 
prove th at he had planned, long 
before th e enactm ent of the first 
zoning ordinance, to open an au­ 
tom obile business on his property 
in the future. H e also pointed out 
that the property was being used 
for business before the city was 
incorporated 
and 
th at 
various 
other businesses are operating in 
the 
neighborhood. 
Mr. 
Jenner 
asked the council to keep in mind 
that he bought the property, put 
up his building and was conduct­ 
ing business there before Palm 
Springs was even incorporated.
